Two Ladies Will Drop Five Thousand 
Feet From a Balloon During 
The State Fair. 
The management of the State Fair 
have secured at grout expense the 
most novel and exciting features ever 
introduced in the State, which are no 
less than two balloon ascensions, one 
of which will bo made by a lady, the 
aeronauts to drop from a balloon from 
the height of five thousand feet and 
descend to the earth by means of a 
parachute. 
The aeronauts engaged 
for these ascensions are Prof. Oscar 
Hunt. Prof. J. W. Price, Mrs. Hunt and 
Mrs. Price. 
The exact dates for these 
ascensions have not yet been fixed. 
Prof. Price has made 285 ascensions 
and he has had some thrilling ex­ 
perience*. 
Mrs. LatUe Hunt recent­ 
ly made an ascension at Chicago of 
nearly 3,000 feet and dropped with her 
parachute into Lake Michigan, and 
was rescued unhurt. The parachute 
used in these ascensions is unlike any 
used heretofore and is Prof. Price’s 
invention. It has no framework and 
ribs, and is held in shape solely by 
roj>es and a hoop six feet in diameter, 
When expanded the balloon has a 
spread of about IG feet arid a length 
of 20 feet. It hangs from the neck of 
the balloon and the separation is 
effected by pulling a rope attached 
to a spring snap block. The two 
ascensions will be made from the 
State Fair grounds sometime between 
September 10th and loth. One ascen­ 
sion and probably both will be made 
by one of tho ladies mentioned above. 
Th** following is an account of an 
ascension recently made by Prof. 
Price in Illinois; 
At half past 5 o’clock yesterday 
evening Prof. Price shouted "Let go 
everybody! and the big balloon arose 
in the air like a sky rocket, with the 
daring young aeronaut dangling from 
tin* trapeze. A strong wind from the 
west prevailed and the balloon was 
rapidly carried eastward and upward. 
until it had gained an altitude over 
5,000 feet. 
The ascent was a beauti­ 
ful sight 
I rom the many buildings groups 
as spectators could be seen watching 
the air-ship, as it hovered in the sky. 
The general knowledge of the fact 
that Prof. Price has never before at­ 
tem pt^ a parachute descent created 
an ill-suppressed feeling of anxiety 
among the people*. “Will he come 
down all right?” was the universal 
question, and many were the silent 
prayers for his success. 
In a few minutes frojn the beginning 
of the ascent, the balloon attained its 
highest elevation, and hung apparent­ 
ly motionless. 
It was at this moment 
the watching crowd for an instant held 
their breath as the balloon and para­ 
chute was seen to separate. 
For fully 
ISO feet the parachute fell lit** a dead 
weight, and then filling with air, its 
speed was suddenly arrested, and like 
a big bird it sailed in broad sweeps 
toward the earth. 
For a few moments 
the swinging of the parachute was 
very dangerous, on account of the 
high wind, but this fortunately ceased 
as it came closer to the ground, and 
Prof. Price alighted safe and sound. 
The balloon came dov»n about three 
miles east of town. 
This was Prof. Price’s 280th ascen­ 
sion, and first parachute descent. 
He 
is a young man, 26 years of age. but 
has had seven years experience as a 
professional aeronaut. 
His home is 
at Springfield. 111.

It w as d ated March 14, I hhh, and provided 
for p aym en t of $ 2 ,0 0 0 to them for clearing 
a numlKir o f lo ts in N orth S ea ttle for D enny’s 
con tract. 
Beck said everyth in g had been 
com pleted in June and N elson and O ’Dell, 
th e tw o suicides, had com e hen* while Nelson

sp eak in g of N elson, O ’Dell said he w as very- 
foolish to com m it suicide, for be had m oney 
and there wns p len ty o f work to I** had here, 
nnd he could n ot understand it, for he never 
knew N elson to h ave a revolver before.

A ppalling Loss of U f a in a S te a m sh ip Collision 
---One H undred and .Nineteen Persona I ’ahered 
In to E te r n ity . 


T he sto ry o f the collision o f th e stenm er* 
Geiser and T h in gvalla is one o f tho m ost 
rem arkable in ocean records; as b oth vessels 
were under full headw ay. 
T he n igh t had 
bcea dark nnd eiou d y and it was raining oc- 
c/tsionally, b u t there dot's n o t appear to 
Rave been any fog or 
a n y excep tion ally 
heavy seas. 
B oth steam ers were in charge 
o f 
their 
first 
officers 
w ho 
were 
old 
und experienced. 
On whom 
tho 
blam e 
rests, neither th e officers nor the passengers 
on either vessel were uble to sta te. 
Few pas­ 
sengers were on th e docks o f the steam ers at, 
th a t hour o f th e m orning. 
When th e stea m ­ 
ers cam e in view o f each oth er in th e gruv 
o f the dawn they were on ly a few sh ip s’ 
len gths ap art und the crash cam e in a few 
m inutes. 
T he iron prow of the T h in gvalla 
struck th e Griser am idships on the sta r ­ 
board side, tearin g its way h alf through the 
side of th etin fortiin n testeain cr. 
P assengers 
and crew of the ill-fated steam er w ho were 
aroused by th e shock, and w ho escaped in ­ 
jury, had n o tim e to realize w h at had h ap­ 
pened. 
M any who were sleeping on the side 
o f th e vessel which w as struck were crushed 
in their berths as they slept and carried 


U K A D A N D 
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to the b o tto m o f the sea. 
T hose who suc- 
cetded iu reaching th e decks o f th e Geiser 
were h ard ly less fortu n ate. 
In the blinding 
rain th at 
w as now b eatin g on th e deck ot 
(he vessel, som e o f the officers were sh ou tin g 
vain ly and running wildly ab ou t. 
There was 
no tim e for exp lan ation and ('apt. Molfen, 
who had com e on dock ju st before the col­ 
lision endeavored h astily to ob tain an idea 
o f the exten t o f the accident, to arouse the 
passengers and crew and to low er the bouts. 
In the m idst of th o se hurried prep aration s 
the steam er began to set tie, and with a lurch 
she went 
down head forem ost. 
T he next 
in stan t a dull, heavy exp losion ag iln ted the 
w aters as they closed over the Geiser. 
The 
fein ts and th e life rafts were ail ran k 'd down 
with the Geiser, and a few o f the passengers 
were left in th e w ater clin gin g to the spars 
and wreckage. 
T he crash o f the collision 
brought the T h in g v a lla ’* passenger* on d isk , 
but it was soon found tlm t th ou gh badly 
crushed and leaking she was seaw orth y, and 
b oats were at once lowered for the a ssistan ce 
o f the few people w ho bad escaped from 
the 
Geiser 
The b o a ts o f the T h in g v a lla (Hilled 
until after d ayligh t over Hie place where the 
Geiser went dow n, ta k in g iu uli they could 
se#*. 
A m on g these were C apt. M oiler, who 
was nearly exh au sted , and Mr*. H ilda Loud, 
a cahiu passenger, who was

W hile the 
search w as lieing m ade for the su rv iv o rs of 
the G*y©r Capt. Lim b, o fth e T h in gvalla. was 
busy atten d in g to the injuries that his own

they were m ore serious th an had lieen th o u g h t 
a t first. 
The fe>w o f the vessel had l**en 
caved 
in h r the severe blow that she had 
dealt the Geiser, and alth ou gh the sh ip ’s car­ 
penter* had succeeded in bracing up th e w alls 
o f the bulkhead the pressure n gaiu st them 
wns so great when the ship was m ovin g as 
to m ake it very exceedingly doubtful whether 
she could con tinu e her v o y a g e 
to 
New 
York, and in th e event o f a severe storm her 
con d ition w ould l>e to o critical to tak e any 
risks. 
C apt. I.aub d«*cided to put a t once to 
H alifax which was a b o u t 180 m iles d istan t, 
when the W ieland was sigh ted and sign als of 
d istress were given. 
The W fiiand bore down 
upon them and Capt Alfe*rs, h eretm m an d er, 
offered to tak e aboard all th e pas senger o ft he 
(iei*e-r and the T h in gvalla. 
Tney were tran s 
ferred with som e difficulty, th e sen le-ing rough, 
and the T h in gvalis sailed in to H alifax, while 
the W island proceedi-d to New York. N one of 
the paiwiangers o f the T h in gvilla were in 
jared in th e collision , but several o f th o se of 
the («ei*KT who were rescued had sustained 
severe in juries in the wreck. 
Andreas 
Wilsz 
o f M intrea| ml is w as on e o f th e passengers 
who w as sa v e d . 
W ilsz is a farm er, and has 
lon g been m -custom ed to early rising, and 
to th is habit he attrib u te* the fa d that he is 
alive to-d ay to tell the terrible sto ry . 
He 
w as aw ake when th e first crash cam e, and 
heard the com m and o f the officers. "All men 
on deck.” 
*‘1 at once rushed on deck." he said , “ and 
tried to cut loose on e of th e life b oat*, bat 
did n ot suiveed. 
There was a load and lon g

salt having an alkaLtio reaction — that 
i«, show ing the presence of alkali — 
should bo lifted nt butter, us it is injur­ 
ious n proportion to the am ount of 
alkali it couta os. 
The poorer the butter when made, 
tho less consequence is it w hat kind 
of salt it is salted with, although 1 ad 
salt increase* the already' bad q u a litie s . 
So tlm liner tho butter the more im ­ 
portant it is that onl*' l!i>* best salt 
should Ik? used in salting it, that its 
fine qualities 
may not 
bu 
injured. 
T here is no valid excuse on the score 
of expense f<>r the ii'tt of cheap >nlt, 
since 
tho highest priced salt 
;* so 
cheap th a t it cost* not to exceed a uuli 
to salt a pound of butter with it. 
N ot only should great care be taken 
to get the best salt for ti<o in line butter, 
but great care should also le taken to 
keep it in a dry, clean an d sweet placo. 
as it absorb t oil or* about os readily as 
do the fals. 
It should bo handled and 
kept as carefully as flour; but is often 
spoiled by bad handling and storage, 
even before it reaches tim consumer. 
A proper gait for 
butter is pure, 
even-grained, casilv dissolved, and free 
from all foreign odors. 
These facts, 
if thoroughly tixed in tlit? m inds of nil 
dairym en, 
would greatly reduce 
the 
am ount of poor butter found in the 
market. — Prairie Farmer.

Af pallia* loss of Life in a Steamship Collision 
—One Hundred tad Nineteen Persons Ushered 
Into Eternity. 


The sto ry of the collision of the steam ers 
Geiger and T hingvolla i* one of the m oat 
rem arkable in oceau record*; os both vcseel* 
were under full headw ay. The uight had 
boca dark and cloudy and it was raining oc- 
cyodoiiall.v, b u t there doe* n o t apj>ear to 
have lK*en any fog o r a n y exceptionally 
heavy seas. 
Both steam ers were in charge 
of 
their 
first 
officer* 
who 
were 
old 
aud exjtericnoed. 
On whom 
the 
blame 
rests, neither the officer* nor the jmsscnger* 
on either vessel were able to elate. 
Few pas­ 
sengers were on the deck* of the steam er* a t 
th a t hour of the m orning. 
When the steam ­ 
ers cauli* in view of each other in the gray 
of the daw n they were only a few shijMs’ 
length* a p a rt and the crash cam e in a few 
m inutes. 
The iron prow of the T hiugvalla 
struck the Ueiser amidship* on the s ta r­ 
board side, tearing it* way half through the 
side of thennfortunntestenm cr. 
Passengers 
and crew of the ill-fated steam er who were 
aroused by the nhock, and who escaped in ­ 
jury, had no tim e to realize w hat had hap­ 
pened. 
Many who were sleeping on the side 
of the vessel which wits struck were crushed 
in their liertliH a* they slept and curried

to the bottom of tho sea. 
Those who sue- 
reeded iii reaching the deck* of th© Geimer 
were hardly Ie** fortunate. 
In th e blinding 
rain th at was now Isuiting on th e deck of 
the vessel, some of th© officer* were shouting 
vainly and running wildly ab o u t. 
There was 
no tim© for explanation and (’a p t. Mollen, 
who had come oil dock ju st before the col­ 
lision endeavored hastily to o btain an idea 
of the extent of the accident, to arouse the 
passengers and crew and to lower the boats. 
Iii the midst of those hurried jirejtnrafions 
the steam er ls*g»n to settle, and with a lurch 
she went down head forem ost. The next 
in stan t a dull. heavy exjdosion ag itated the 
w aters as they closed over the Geiser. The 
Isiats and the life rafts were all cart fed down 
with the Geiser, and a few of the jtassengers 
were left in t he w ater clinging to the spurs 
and wreckage. Th© crash of the collision 
brought the T hiugvalla’* passenger* on drek, 
but it was soon found th a t though badly 
crushed and leaking sh© was seaw orthy, and 
boats were ut once lowered for the assistance 
of the few |K*op]ewho hail ©sea fie* I from 
the 
Geiser. 
The boats of tho T hiugvalla pulled 
until after daylight over th© place where the 
Geiser went dowu. tak in g in nil they could 
set*. 
Among these were (‘ap t. Moiler, who

Yellow Fever Ii ae I tiff. 


Three persons supposed to have yellow 
fever passed through Louisville en route from 
Jacksonville, Fin., t o t flair homes in Ohio. 
The p a rty stopped at several q u aran tin e s ta ­ 
tions, but everywhere denied that. they had 
Iraen exposed to th© fever. They report th a t 
such m easures as are possible an* lraing taken 
to reliex'c tile situ atio n at Jacksonville, b u t 
the law n! of health is p artially demoralized, 
and lack* m oney and m aterial to light tit© 
epidemic. The san ita ry condition of Ja c k ­ 
sonville and F lorida is not so bad as sup­ 
posed, but with the epidemic fairly started 
and the heat ranging from 9<» to IOO, n o th ­ 
ing can check the fever mid ravage* before 
frost. 
From St. A ugustine news it is learned th at 
1.500 people have left there already and 
other* are leaving as fast as they can get 
awny. 
Dr. Eucherenedia. a popular aud skil­ 
ful Cuban physician pf long experience in 
such m atters has been given the m anagem ent 
of the work of disinfection.

Tile following graphic account was given 
by a young druggist nam ed Jansen Uust- 
borg, who was oil board the Thingvalla, en 
route tx* G alveston, Texas, with hi* sister: 
It wa* ju st a b o u t daylight, and all, with 
the exception of myself anil a few friends, 
were nsleep; when, nil of a sudden, we heard 
a scuffling of fret on deck, and then a crush­ 
ing noise. Then for a m om ent all was still. 
In a (second all tin- passenger* were out of 
Iheir berths and nil rushing for the com pan­ 
ion-way. 'The scream ing and the din was 
deafening, particularly from the lower deck, 
where the people with families were located. 
After considerable difficulty I reached the

The disease am ong sheep known as 
scab is duo to minute parasites. 
They 
multiply wilh wonderful rapidity in tile 
skin of tho a fie cled animals aud by 
their constant and excessive irritation 
produce all those symptoms which are 
known 
to indicate 
their presence. 
These are, a constant tendency of the 
animal to rub and scratch itself, loss of 
wool, derangement of tho functions, 
etc. 
Tho rubbing tendency is the first 
sign, tho animals availing themselves 
o f a tree, gate-post, 
shed corner, or 
any projecting body, to obtain relief 
from tho intense itching caused by Hie 
parasite. 
As Hic discase developes, 
the sheep grow more and more rust­ 
less. and in addition lo tho rubbing 
propensity evince a tendency to bile 
them selves,also to scratch the sides of 
the body with their feet 
Al tho com­ 
mencement of tho malady, tho wool 
does not fall oil' and when the sheep 
are quiet and feeding, nothing would 
indicate the existence of tho scab, liut 
if 
an animal is caught and the skin 
carefully examined, spots or welts will 
bo found, white in tile centre, burd to 
tile touch, nnd the centre of each spot 
marked with many points of blisters, 
from which issue a jcllow moisture, 
which soaks through the wool, malting 
it together. 
No scabs tun be (hoover­ 
ed at th s stage, and on the a flee ted 
spots they will be found firm. 
As the disease progresses tho symp­ 
toms become more and more marked. 
The tendency to rub aud bite increases, 
and tile condition of the skin 
itself 
gives visible evidence of tho ravages of 
the parasites. 
Where they have Iraen 
most numerous, and, as a consequence, 
the worst tnjuries inflicted, the wool 
will be found to have fallen off, raw 
places will a Lo be found on those por­ 
tions of tho 
body worst rubbed, or

One of the reasons 
why so much 
poor butter Is found in the market is 
because so many dairymen suppose it 
makes no difference what kind of Bait 
is used in if, while others imagine that 
salt will give quality to the bulter, no 
matter what the condition ofthe cream 
it is churned from, because .salt flavor 
in a measure covers up bad flavors in 
new buller. 
I loth these assumptious 
are disastrous tit their consequences. 
While it is trite that good salt can 
add nothing to Hie quality of butter, it 
ii equally true that )w>or sail injures the 
quality and is a source, of decomposi­ 
tion an*! bad flavor a> the butter grows 
old. 
Good ©ait adds its own flavor to 
that of good butter, making it limre 
delicious to tho palate, while preserv­ 
ing the quality by retarding the chem­ 
ical changes I fiat sooner or later take 
place ii the caseous and albuminous 
matter which all butler contains in a 
greater or l©**^ amount, 
liut the bulter 
lutist be made right in the first place, if 
so made, tile sail hell)'? develop aud re­ 
tail) the flavor, by retarding chemical 
changes iii Hic nitrogenous ingredients, 
but has no effects on the fats. 
if these 
are 
pure—Hint 
is. 
free 
from 
othx*r 
mater als*—-they 
will 
remain 
sweet a long tune tinder favorable con­ 
ditions, w th or without 8 sa 11, 
indeed, 
it is a question if they will not rems ii 
sweat longer without salt than with 
if. 
But while it is true that good salt 
can add nothing to tin: k*« ping quality 
of nutter beyond retarding tho na'ural

ly trite that bad salt detracts from the 
flavor of good butter, and 
not only 
does not cheek chemical changes to 
the same extent that good sail doet, 
but Introduces ccw elements of <-i ' mi­ 
ca! change that ha* en decomposition. 
Ad the different kinds of impurities 
that arc found in (alt are more or less 
injurious to bulter, and some of them, 
like m a g n e t.s u lp h u r and limo, in­ 
cluding chlor Ic of calcium, are very 
injurious; and when the briuo has to 
be chemically purified there is liability 
lo Jack excess of neutralizing ingredi- 
enlfi that -I ii further adds lo tho in ­ 
jurious qualities of impure sail. 
No 
salt having an alkaline reaction—that 
i«, allowing the presence of alkali — 
should bu tisciI ut bulter, as it is injur­ 
ious n proportion to the amount uf 
alkali it conia os. 
Tho poorer the bulter when made, 
the less consequence is it what kind 
of salt it is salted with, although I ad 
salt increase# the already bad qualities. 
So the farer the butter tho more im­ 
portant it is fhstt univ the best salt 
should he u-**d in salting it, that its 
fine qualities 
may not 
bo 
injured. 
There is no valid excuse on tile score 
of expense for the um: of cheap snit, 
since lite highest priced salt is so 
cheap that it coms not to exceed a mill 
to snit a pound of butter with it. 
Not only should great care be taken 
to get I he best salt for tree iii fine butler, 
but great care should also Le taken to 
keep it in a dry. clean and sweet place. 
as it absorb* oilers about as readily as 
do the fats. 
It should be bandied and 
kept as carefully as ll mr; but is often 
spoiled by bad handling and storage, 
even before it readies tho consumer. 
A proper suit for butler is pure, 
even-grained, casllv dissolved, and free 
from all foreign odors. 
Those facts, 
if thoroughly lix“d in the minds of all 
dairymen, 
would greatly reduce tho 
amount of pour butter found in tho 
market — I’raine Fanner.

from tho outside of the hills or drills. 
leaving no’bing but a narrow ridge to 
be broken down. 
Tito cultivator will 
make a wide, smooth hod on whix*h tho 
potatoes can be spread. 
If tho potato 
vines are still partially green, many of 
the I ii Is-is w ill adhere to them 
when 
they are pulled up. 
They eau be .shak­ 
en off on the (pace between tho rows 
and the tops thrown in p les. Tile <1 g- 
ger. with a hook or prong line, can 
easily pull •<» pieces the narrow strip 
th a t’ was left 
bv tho cultivator, and 
throw every potato on Hut smooth sur­ 
face. 
There thev can remain t il they 
ave sufficiently dry lo be sorted and 
stored. 
They should not remain in the 
sun longer than is necessary for them 
to become tolerably dry. as the sunlight 
injures their qual tv. 
lf dug iu 
th s 
way very few Of lim tubers will be out 
or otherwise injured. 
Tho few that 
are injured, together with 
those that 
are ii I-shaped, very small, or covered 
with “scab” or other blemishes,should 
be kept by themselves aud fed lo hogs 
or cattle. 
I he best t me to sort pota­ 
toes is when they are taken from tire* 
ground and lie where all their defects 
may be clearly seen. 
Digging potatoes should not be de­ 
lated till after the heavy fall 
rains 
occur. 
It is difficult to secure clean 
tubers if the soil from which they are 
taken is wet. 
Tho dirt will adhere to 
them, even if much time is spent in 
trying to remove it. 
it will injure 
their 
appearance, and be likely to 
canso them to decay. 
If potatoes are 
not xlug till frcez ng weather occurs 
some of tim tubers will be likely to be 
frostbitten, and if they arn put in a bin 
with sound specimens they will cause 
them to decay. There is no advantage 
in allow ng potatoes to remain in the 
ground after Hie tops are dead. 
They 
have then attained their growth and 
httvo assumed tho coedit Otis of ripe­ 
ness, 
They will keep best if stored in 


F a r m N ote*. 
Work tho cabbage plants often (lur­ 
ing dry weather. 
Keep the surface 
stirred ami tho top soil as loos as pos­ 
sible.

rich gronmJL 
The 
Swedes 
variety, 
on clean soil, may be sown 
broadcast 
aud left to bo eaten off by sheep. 
Cucumber vines should be in ado to

He should note and mark all 
prominent stalks, as the early m aturi­ 
ty, vigor and profligacy are as impor­ 
tant as the germination of tile seed. 
It is claimed that a good cow should 
give 6,0(10 pounds of milk per year, 
and that when she gives only 3.OOO 
pounds she is 
kept at a loss.

about 
live 
quarts per day for 300 days. 
Every 
quart over 
that amount lessens the 
cost of Hie whole. 
When cultivating on both sides 
of 
the hedge the hiding place of many 
weeds are destroyed. 
Hedges should 
be cultivated and kept clean tho same 
as crops, as the cultivation not only 
permits of keeping them in 
better 
shape, but increases in thickness 
aud 
utility. 
Sow oats and 
peas 
together, 
and 
turn the crop under as soon as it 
covers tim ground. 
A large 
amount 
of green manure may be grown and 
plowed under in this manner, as it 
is 
not necessary to secure heavy* growth. 
As fast as one crop is plowed under 
oced down to another. 
Celery is really a late crop. 
July is 
not too late to set out plants, provided 
they receive proper care. 
When tran­ 
splanting cut oil' the tops to wdhin an 
inch of Ute crown and shorten the 
txjots. 
(live plenty of moisture until 
they are well under waj*, ant! keep 
the sxjil line and loose around them. 
A corner of the barn, or an outbuild­ 
ing devoted to Hie purposes of a work­ 
shop, in wh cfi a bench can Ira placed, 
will enable the farmer to do many 
small jobs that otherwise entail lo^s of 
time in sen ding to tho wood-worker or 
blacksmith.

me with compassion.

On re-tiring to re*st 
the hot and reddened skin should I** 
freely bathed w ith tepid water, and 
then anointed with a compound of 
borax, ten grains; lirne water, two 
ounces; finest 
French oil ot jasmin 
and oil of sweet almonds, each on* 
ounce. 
If this lie not at hand, fr*~di 
cream may t»e substituted, or even 
new milk. Tbe tender surface must 
lie only gently dabbed, not rublied 
w ith any degree of force, in applying 
any of 
tlu-se. 
No soap whatever 
must lie used for two or three days in 
washing t he scorched skin—«inly tejlid 
water: and if any detergent Is- nec­ 
essary, a little almond meal or oat­ 
meal. After each time of washing a 
little of the receipt, or of milk or 
cream, as attainable, must again 
lie gently dabbed on the skin.

No spirits or malt liquor 
should In' taken, and if sparkling 
wines are used theyshould be«if thedrv 
ost quality. A sudden chill, after an ex­ 
cessive heating of the skin, often pro­ 
duces in it very lastingly unpleasant 
effect®. To avoid this 1 w ould recom­ 
mend that, even in the very hottest 
weather, either thin merino flann* 
or silk underclothing should lie worn 
and never tie altogether discont inued.

Again, or 
July 13. a similar serpent was seer 
about 200 yards off, shooting itsel:

Obituary. 
McNaughton.—Died in this city Aug. 
19th, 1888, William McNaughton, 
aged 22 years, of typhoid fever. 
The deceased was a much respected 
young man, and during his four 
years residence here he had made 
many warm per sonal friends.

The fimeral services occurred on 
Tuesday afternoon at the Congrega­ 
tional church, the Revs. J. A. Rowell 
and Israel Bergstrom officiating. 
A 
large concourse of people followed 
the funeral procession to Evergreen 
cemetery 
where the remains w’ere 
laid to rest, many of them being shop 
men who had w orked in the same de­ 
partment w’ith the young man since 
lie came to Brainerd. 
Could the 
aged father and mother, who were un­ 
able to attend the funeral services of 
their beloved boy, have seen the 
respect and deference paid to the 
young man as the last sad rites were 
performed it might possibly lessen 
their grief in their sad bereavement. 
The brothers of the deceased desire 
to extend their heartfelt thanks to all 
who so kindly lent a helping hand 
during the sickness and death. 
They 
will ever remember the many acts of 
kindness bestowed. 


A Slick Game. 
A man named J. S. Danford was 
arrested at St. Cloud and brought up 
yesterday on a warrant from Verndule, 
by Sheriff Kingsley, 
of 
Wadena 
county. 
The charge was for obtain­ 
ing £500 from M. Stuart, jr., of the 
hank of Vemdalo, upon a worthless 
draft. 
It seems that Danford had 
been negotiating for the purchase of 
an interest in a banking house of 
Winslow A Marshal, at Park Rapid-, 
and had succeeded in getting the ne­ 
gotiations so fnr along as to obtain 
from Winslow & Marshal some sort 
of a statement regarding the new firm 
which was to be Danford A Marshal, 
and that the account of Winslow A 
Marshal in their St. Paul bank was to 
be turned over to the new firm. 
It 
was believed that his plan was to cor­ 
ral the entire deposit of Winslow A 
Marshal in the St. Paul bank, which 
was unusually large at that time, but 
Mr. Winslow grew suspicious and fol­ 
lowed Danford to St. Paul and thus 
prevented these plans being carried 
out. 
They returned to Yerndale to­ 
gether, and there on Wednesday last 
Danford, by exhibiting this statement 
signed by Winslow A Marshal which 
appeared to Ik* perfectly regular, and 
Mr. Stuart knowing Danford to be in 
negotiation for the purchase of an in- 
t<*n*st in the Park Rapids Bank, unhes­ 
itatingly cashed his draft, signed Dan­ 
ford A Marshal for £500 on the St. 
Paul bank. 
Danford A Marshal had 
no deposit there, the account not hav­ 
ing been transferred because of Wins­ 
low's suspicions. 
As soon a Winslow 
learned of this he and Stuart started 
in pursuit accompanied by the sheriff 
with a warrant sworn out by Stuart. 
Danford had token the fast train east, 
and was at Brainerd by the time they 
discovered his absence. 
Telegrams 
were sent here, but he had left the 
tow’n. 
He stmt the £500 by registered 
letter from Brainerd to a party in 
Ohio, and took No. 6 for St. Paul, but 
was arrested and held at St. Cloud. 
When the sheriff arrived he confessed 
to having sent the money and how he 
sent it. and by the prompt and effi­ 
cient action on the part of Mr. Koop 
in w’iring the chief inspector in St. 
Paul and obtaining instructions, the 
letter was held until Danford was 
brought here. 
Ho was anxious to 
withdraw the letter and return the 
money to Mr. Stuart, and upon these 
facts being laid before the inspector 
its return by Postmaster Koop was 
authorized, and the money was turn­ 
ed over to Mr. Stuart. Danford claims 
that the fund on which he drew the 
draft had been in fact transferred to 
Danford A Marshal and while tech­ 
nically it was a worthless draft, there 
was no intention on his part to de­ 
fraud; but the fact that ho sent the 
firm's money away to a stranger it 
would look as though there was. Dan- 
fork was taken to Yerndale last night 
where the case will be undoubtedly 
dismissed, as having the Winslow A 
Marshall statement in his {xjssession 
as to the transfer of the account it will 
probably be very difficult to hold him. 
The prompt action of Mr. Winslow 
may have saved his firm a heavy loss. 
We glean the above facts from G. 8. 
Femald, who was Mr. Winslow’s at­ 
torney in the matter. 
Mr. Femald 
states that some of the parties were 
anxious for this matter not to be 
published but as it had become public 
to a certain extent he deemed it but 
just that the true facts should be given 
so that no injustice should be done 
anyone. 
The success in securing the money 
without delay was *due in a large 
measure to Mr. Fem ald’s legal advise.

The City Council. 


The council met in regular session 
Monday evening, 
with 
Aldermen 
Spencer, Camp and Keough absent. 
The routine business of reading and 
approving the 
minutes, etc., 
was 
transacted. 
Chief Leopold then pre­ 
sented the following communication: 
Mr. President and gentlemen of the 
Council: 
Holding the position of Chief En­ 
gineer of your fire department for the 
past three years, I find now on the 
increase of your department and the 
erection of valuable buildings, that 
the position to fulfill in a trustworthy 
manner does occupy more time than 
I can gratuitously spare, and if your 
honorable body see fit to recommend 
a salary of £300 per year, which is a 
small recompense, I can continue the 
office; if not you will please accept 
my resignation. 
A . F. L e o p o l d , 
Chief Engineer. 
The motion to accept the resigna­ 
tion of Chief Leopold was carried. 
The report of the city clerk for the 
month showing collections to be $519.- 
00 was read and accepted. 
The mayor’s communication in re­ 
gard to his refusal to sign the $1000 
order on the treasurer for the agri­ 
cultural society was read and on mo­ 
tion was received and placed on file. 
A bill for $402.47, pay roll on sower 
work for two weeks was presented 
and allowed. 
A bill to pay so c ia l police on cir­ 
cus day amounting to 813 was allowed. 
J. D. Barstow for killing 32 dogs 
was allowed $32. 
Ordinances No. 72 and 73 had their 
first and second reading and were 
adopted. 
At this juncture 8. H. Rolf arose 
and read the following communica­ 
tion to the council: 
( Lentlemen 
My attention has been 
called to an article in two of the city 
papers entitled “The mayor’s veto,” 
and in justice* to the Crow Wing 
county agricultural society, of which 
1 have the honor to be secretary, I 
will state, that for unalloyed asiniuity, 
cheek and ignorance, that article is 
unexcelled. 
When “His Honor" was 
first approached in regard to the city's 
buying stock in the above named so­ 
ciety by at least two business men of 
this city, he said that he thought it 
was the best tiling the city could jkjs- 
sibly do, and that he would not only 
advocate the measure, but would vote 
for it in case of a tie vote in the coun­ 
cil. 
However, his vote was not nec­ 
essary. 
The council voted by reso­ 
lution properly carried “to buy one 
thousand dollars w’orth of stock in 
the Crow Wing County Agricultural 
Society.” 
The city attorney and city 
clerk, after making an examination 
os the records, found that the society 
had complied with the law in every 
particular; that they were a regular 
incorporated body, and had caused 
to be recorded a copy of their articles 
of incor|>oratioii. both with the ltegis- 
ter of Deeds of this county, and the 
secretary of State, as provided by 
law. 
The city clerk then issued an 
ordt*r on the city treasurer for the 
amount voted by the council, and de­ 
livered the same to me, I being duly 
authorized by the society to collect 
and receive all moneys from whatever 
source due the society. 
I tendered this order to the mayor 
for his signature. 
He refused to sign 
it, and gave as his reason for not do­ 
ing so, “that he wanted to fix it in 
another way.” 
I then tendered it to 
the city treasurer, thinking that as he 
had cashed all my orders from the 
city clerk all spring and summer 
without requiring the mayor’s signa­ 
ture, that he would probably do the 
same with this one, but he refused to 
cash it, giving as his reason “because 
the mayor hasn’t signed it.” 
Mark 
the consistency of this stripling offi­ 
cial. 
While on that subject mark al­ 
so the consistency of “His Honor.” 
In his published “veto,” he says: 
“In 
our efforts at economy let us be con­ 
sistent, and give the tax-payer value 
for his share of interest in our com­ 
monwealth.” 
Oh! “consistency what 
a jewel.” 
Why didn’t he think of the 
“tax-payers1 share” when 
lie gave 
two circuses fifty dollars each of the 
“tax payers’ share" and took circus 
tickets therefor. 
Consistency indeed. 
Look at his consistency in tin* electric 
light business. 
In the council he 
voted to abolish the franchise, and in 
the Board of Trade he voted to ap­ 
propriate money to fight the city in 
the event of a suit between the city 
and the Electric Light Co. 
In his 
“veto” “His Honor” eases his con­ 
science as follows: 
“Yet you throw 
away an enormous sum of money on 
a society organized for the purpose 
of amusing a few, and also for the 
promotion of horse races.” 
Our con­ 
stitution and articles of incorporation 
say that we are organized “for the 
purpose of encouraging and main­ 
taining the interests of agriculture, 
horticulture, the fine, mechanical and 
household arts,” and I hereby brand 
every word that “His Honor” lias said 
derogatory to the purposes and char­ 
acter oil r society, as a premeditated 
and wilful falsehood. The “few” that 
ho speaks of as composing our society 
aro such business men and farmers as 
tin*following: (Here follows the names 
of 50 of the most prominent business 
men in the city) and 32 others. 
Only 
83 active members, to be sure, but 
then they are representative business 
men 
and farmers, and when “His 
Honor” casts his lying slurs on such 
a body of men as our body is com­ 
posed of, he may expect to get them 
thrown back in his teeth. 
For the information of your body 
I will state the society has been in 
existence four years. 
The receipts of 
our first fair were $322 while those of 
the third fair were $993. 
The society 
has expended in improvements over 
$1000, and the “Driving Park Society” 
has expended some 
£800 on the 
grounds. 
Of the latter sum there is 
some $300 unpaid, which our society 
propose to pay, if we can secure the 
grounds; for the money is due to men 
who did work on the grounds, and 
are not able to loose it. 
The debt 
however, was not incurred by our so­ 
ciety, for we do not owe a cent, and 
have a few dollars in the treasury. 
We do not ask the city to g i v e u s one 
cent. 
We propose to give the city 
stock in the society dollar for dollar, 
and guarantee that in two years time 
we will buy every share of stock at 
par. or a premium. 
The money ask­ 
ed for is solely for the purpose of 
purchasing the ground on which we 
have expended so much money, aryl 
the possession of which will enable 
the society to make a permanent and 
paying institution of our county fairs. 
Begging your pardon for consuming 
much of your valuable time, I remain.

Danford Si Marshal hail 
no deposit there, the account not hav­ 
ing been transferred because of Wins­ 
low’s suspicions. As soon a Win1-low 
learned of this he and Stuart started 
in pursuit accompanied by the sheriff 
with a warrant sworn out by Stuart. 
Danford had taken the fast train east, 
and was at Brainerd by the time they 
discovered his abience. 
Telegrams 
were amt here, but he had left the 
town. He stmt the $-500 by registered 
letter from Brainerd to a party in 
Ohio, and took No. 6 for St. Paul, but 
was arrested and held at St. Cloud. 
When the sheriff arrived he confessed 
to having sent the money and how he 
sent it, and by the prompt and effi­ 
cient action on the part of Mr. Koop 
in wiring the chief inspector in St.

In his published “veto,” he say.*: “In 
our efforts at economy let us be con­ 
sistent, and give the tax-pay er value 
for his shart* of interest iii our com­ 
monwealth.” Oh! “consistency what 
a jewel.” 
Why didn’t he think of the 
“tax-pay^r*’ share” when he gave 
two circuses fifty dollars each of the 
“tax payers' shart*'' and took circus 
tickets therefor. Consistency indeed. 
Look at his consistency in the electric 
light business. 
In the council he 
voted to abolish the franchise, and in 
the Board of Trade he voted to ap­ 
propriate money to fight the city in 
the event of a suit between the city 
and the Electric Light Co. 
In his 
“veto” “His Honor” eases his con­ 
science as follows: ‘Wet you throw 
away an enormous sum of money on 
a society organized for the purpose 
of amusing a few, and also for the 
promotion of horse races.” Our con­ 
stitution and articles of incorporation 
say that we are organized “for the 
purpose of encouraging and main­ 
taining the interests of agriculture, 
horticulture, the fine, mechanical and 
household arts.” and I hereby brand 
every word that “His Honor " has said 
derogatory to the purposes aud char­ 
acter oilr society, as a premeditated 
and wilful falsehood. The “few” that 
he speaks of as composing our society 
are such business men and farmers as 
the following: (Here follows the names 
of 50 of the most prominent business 
men in Die city) and 32 others. Only 
83 active members, to bo sure, but 
then they art1 representative business 
men and farmers, and when “His 
Honor” casts his lying slurs on such 
a body of men as our body is com­ 
posed of, he may expect to get them 
thrown baek in his teeth. 
For the information of your body 
I will state the society has been in 
existence four years. The receipts of 
our first fair were $322 while those of 
the third fair were$993. The society 
has expended in improvements over 
$1(KIO, and tho “Driving Park Society” 
has expended some 
$800 on the 
grounds. 
Of the latter sum there is 
some 8300 unpaid, which our society 
propose to pay, if we can secure the 
grounds; for the money is due to men 
who did work on the grounds, and 
are not able to loose it. 
The debt 
however, was not incurred by our so­ 
ciety, for we do not owe a cent, and 
have a few dollars in the treasury. 
We do not ask the city to give us one 
cent. We propose to give the city 
stock in the society dollar for dollar, 
and guarantee that in two years time 
we will buy every share of stock at 
par, or a premium. 
The money ask- j 
ed for is solely for the purpose of 
purchasing the ground on which we { 
have expended so much money, arsyl j 
the possession of which will enable 
the society to make a permanent and ; 
Saying institution of our county fairs, 
egging your pardon for consuming 
much of your valuable time, I remain.
